DIET AND HEALTH 


How the Small Intestine and Glands Function 


By 10G A N CLENDENING, M. D. 
FOOD UNDERGOES its most 
profound digestive changes In the 
small intestines. Here It comes into 
contact with the secretion from the 
pancreas. This la the most powerful 
of the digestive secretions, and is 
capable of digesting any form of 
foodstuff—protein, starch and fat. 
The pancreas lies In the upper ab­ 
domen—a long, narrow gland which 
empties its secretion into the first 
part of the intestine, just outside 
the end of the stomach. This secre­ 
tion then meets and mixes with the 
food immediately as It leaves jthe 
stomach, It is quite abundant, 
amounting to about a quart a day. 
The mechanism of the secretion re­ 
veals one of those remarkable little 
adjustments of which living organ­ 
isms are all compact The stomach 
contents are acid. As they are eject­ 
ed in small squirts, they Impinge on 
the wall of the duodenum (the first 
part of the intestine). It was found 
that an acid brought Into contact 
thus with the duodenal r&ucosa 
would cause a prompt secretion of 
pancreatic Juice. This is due to the 
formation of a substance called se-

cretin, formed by the action of acid 
on the secretions from the duodenum. 
When absorbed this secretin acts 
on the pancreas to promote its se­ 
cretion. Thus as soon aa food from 
the stomach gets to the intestine, 
the mechanism is set up to cause 
the pancreatic digestive juices to 
pour out to meet it. It is one of those 
beautiful interlocking adjustments 
which make the study of physiology 
so fascinating. 
The pancreatic secretion contains 
the most powerful digestive en­ 
zymes in the whole tract. There are 
three or four which break down pro­ 
tein food such as meat, eggs, etc. 
This Is accomplished in an alkaline, 
or feebly acid medium, and com­ 
pletes the work of stomach digestion. 


Another pancreatic enzyme, amy­ 
lase, converts starchy food to sim­ 
ple forms and acta much as does 
the ptyalin in the salivary secre­ 
tion . 
Finally the pancreas furnishes an 
enzyme which digests fats—lipase, 
j This is the only place in the diges­ 
tive system where fats are digested. 
The simultaneous action of all 
these enzymes — converting every 
I kind of food Into forma that the 
body can use—should convince any 
one of the nonsense on which one of 
the present popular dietary fads is 
based, the idea that we should not 
eat protein and starchy food at the 
same time. 
I 
Considering the central Impor- 
■ Lance of the role of the pancreas in 
digestion, it is well that it is subject 
I to few' diseases and those very rare. 
It is true that acute and chronic 
pancreatitis occur, but I have passed 
over thirty years in the practice of 
medicine without seeing more than 
half a dozen examples of both put 
together. 
The other large gland which emp­ 
ties a secretion (bile) into the duo­ 
denum at this point —the liver—is 
not primarily a digestive gland. But 
the bile does help the pancreatic se­ 
cretion in digesting fats. Much of 
the pleasure and desire for food 
which we get comes from this 
smooth digestion of fats. An emi­ 
nent surgeon told me that after he 
; had a gallbladder operation, for 
a while no bile escaped into his in­ 
testine. He was melancholy and 
miserable. And he vividly described 
i the surge of joy that came over him 
when the function was re-estab­ 
lished, and bile once more poured 
forth to join the pancreas.

sia and Great Britain on the other, 
with aboil* 263,000,000 would be 
involved within a few weeks. 
It was the opinion of ’military 
men that in the early phases of 
such a war France would remain 
behind her Maginot line fortifica­ 
tions while Great Britain block­ 
aded 
Germany 
in 
the 
Atlantic 
ocean and the Baltic sea. 
Britain and France 
would 
be 
expected to await action by Pre­ 
mier Benito Mussolini. 
If he join­ 
ed Hitler, France would be ex­ 
pected to try to smash the Italian 
army with the object of knocking 
it out of the war, opening the way 
across northern Italy 
to attack 
Germany through its back door, 
the southern Austrian frontier. 
Blockades Probable 
The 
British 
navy presumably 
would aid 
the 
French 
navy to 
blockade Italy, at the Straits of 
Gibraltar and the Suez canal. 
Warfare on the western front 
would be largely confined to the 
air, the experts forecast. 
Admittedly if the French tried 
to smash through the mountainous 
regions of northern 
Italy, they 
would have a most difficult task 
but it has been done. 
It was believed that the Ger­ 
mans would go underground in 
their Siegfried line forts, on the 
French frontier, and thus for some 
months military men would ex­ 
pect a somewhat static situation 
—neither 
France 
nor 
Germany 
wanting to test the other s fortifi­ 
cations. 
Meanwhile, Britain and France 
would be gathering their tremend­ 
ous reserves of men and money 
for future eventualities.

It was believed that Britain at 
first would furnish France prin­

Military men forecast that Ger­ 
many would achieve spectacular 
successes in central Europe before 
the French and British could inter­ 
vene effectively. 
France and Britain were at a 
disadvantage geographically. They 
could not get at the Germans on

Hitler has nearly 500,OOO men 
working on the Rhineland fortifi­ 
cations opposite France. 
With Belgium and Switzerland 
neutralized, the French and Bri­ 
tish could attack on a front less 
than half as long as the Western 
front in the 1914-1918 w’ar. 
As the war progressed, a possi­

for the appeasement of Europe. 
"Not the smallest trace of such 
readiness 
for sacrifices 
has yet 
been manifested by Mr. Hitler’s 
government. 
"My government was amazed at 
the contents of the (Hitler) me­ 
morandum. 
"The proposals go far beyond 
what w'e agreed to under the so­ 
called Anglo-French plan. 
They 
deprive us of every safeguard for 
our national existence. 
We are 
to yield up a large proportion of 
our carefully 
prepared 
defenses 
and admit German armies deep 
into our country before we have 
been able to organize on a new 
basis or make any preparations 
for its defense. 
"Our national and economic in­ 
dependence 
would 
automatically 
disappear with the acceptance of 
Herr Hitler’s plans. 
"The whole process of moving 
the population is to be reduced to 
a panic flight on the part of those 
who do not 
accept 
the German 
Nazi regime. 
They would have to 
leave their homes without even 
the right to take their personal 
belongings or even, in the case of 
peasants, their cow.”

Brehmer 
greenhouse 
is 
sending out 
samples 
of Shaded 
Chrysanthemum which are now in 
bloom more than a month ahead 
of the regular time of blooming. 
This is accomplished by a new 
method known as ‘shading’. 
For 
a period of about four weeks be­ 
fore coming into bloom, the plants 
arc shaded with black cloth. This 
black cloth is applied at 5 o’clock 
in the evening and removed at 7 
o’clock next day. 
This reduces 
the period of light (daylight) to 
approximately the day length of 
the regular time of blooming or 
literally changing September into 
October. 
Later, during the real short day 
periods in January and February 
the reverse method of furnishing 
extra light to plants, to make them 
think it is June, wdll be used by 
having an automatic time clock 
which turns on the electric lights 
over the plants at sundown and 
turning them off at 
about ten 
o’clock at night.
